Reconvene the Conference Right Away 


VENTS are happening thick and fast'on the 

American Jewish scene, and to any observer 
with his finger on the pulse of Jewish affairs, it 
must be obvious that The American Jewish Con- 
ference must be reconvened as soon as possible. 

Disappointment with the inactivity of the Con- 
ference is reaching the point where some of its 
backers are already beginning to retreat, and in 
addition, the errors made by the original Con- 
ference are beginning to appear larger than is 
necessary in view of the lack of any tangible 
accomplishments. 

However all this has been gone over here and 
elsewhere, except that the weaknesses in the 
Conference are already beginning to give way 


under the strain and unless a new Conference 
with the weaknesses removed is called shortly, 
the strain may have proven too great. 

The Post, however, does not agree with The 
Reconstructionist in its editorial plea for a com- 
promise with the American Council for Judaism 
and the philosophy it represents. The Recon- 
structionist calls compromise the best method 
devised for settling differences, but you don’t 
compromise principles. You either have a Jewish 
National Homeland or you don’t, and the Con- 
ference couldn’t recede from its position if it 
wanted to, unless the The Reconstructionist be- 
lieves that the Commonwealth idea was the brain 
child of a few leaders and not the rea] demand 
of the American Jewish public. 


New Conference on Anti-Semitism 


HE American Jewish Congress is taking the 

bull by the horns in the conference it is calling 
to fight against Anti-Semitism. 

Because the American Jewish Conference re- 
fused to include this very vital field in its 
agenda, and because of the bickering and competi- 
tion between the four national Jewish groups in 
the civic-defense filed, the Congress has decided 
that unless it does the work, no one else will, and 
consequently this new conference, which certainly 
must be objected to by the B’nai B’rith, the 


American Jewish Committee and the Jewish 
Labor Committee. 

The American Jewish Congress does not differ 
from these other three organizations in the ends 
it seeks, it just doesn’t believe in the method of 


the other three. The Congress is merely doing 
what The Emergency Committee To Save the 
Jews of Europe has been doing all along, acting 
on its own because no one else was doing the 
job the way it thought it should be done.

Synagogue as Telephone Between This and 
Spirit World Decried by Rabbi David Polish in 
The Jewish Layman—Now this mystery cult of 
exclusive concern with the after-life is making 
serious inroads into American Judaism.

This is indeed a form of 
ancestor worship which in many cults replaces 
the worship of God. It represents spiritual 
rugged individualism at its worst, where one 
person relegates the Jewish group and the syn- 
agogue to the job of telephone operators making 
annual connections between this and the spirit 
world. Jahrzeit Jews are one or two hours re- 
moved from being no Jews at all.’ They spend 
more time having their shoes shined than in 
being Jews.

He said that our 
boys in the armed forces plead for news from 
home, and some have suggested the publication 
of a tabloid newspaper. “We have given that 
suggestion much thought and consideration. But 
the more we pondered on the subject the more 
dejected we became,” Mr. Weil said. “What 
news shall we publish in that home front news- 
paper? That the American Jewish committee 
withdrew from the conference? That Lessing 
Rosenwald is financing an organized attack on 
Zionism? That when Rabbi Joshua Liebman 
came to Houston, Texas, to address the local 
congregation, telephone calls were made urging 
members of that now ‘famous’ Congregation not 
to attend. 


“Shall we publish that a number of groups 
have organized separate drives against anti- 
Semitism? Or that the Interim Committee of 
the American Jewish Committee issued a state- 
ment condemning the actions of the Emergency 
Committee? Will this kind of news cheer up our 
boys in the foxholes of the Pacific or on the 
mountains in Italy? Will it?”

The first of three cases by a 
Jewish army officer against a local 
store owner who is alleged to have 
told his salespeople loud enough 
for everyone to hear, “Watch that 
Jew, he’ll steal everything,” 
was tried in a local court Monday. 
The officer in question was so 
aroused that he went to a friend 
of his who doesn’t believe it neces- 
sary to take anything from anyone 
because of one’s Jewishness. This 
friend is bearing all the expenses 
of the three trials. The first is on 
an assault and battery charge, and 
when the judge pro tem awarded 
the case to the Jewish doctor on a 
technicality, he refused it and had 
the trial resumed in order that the 
case be heard. The offending 
merchant also offered a settlement 
before trial, but this was refused 
too. In the trial, it was admitted 
that the above statement had been 
made, but the defense tried to 
show that the statement was made 
after provocation, which if you 
knew this Jewish army officer, 
you’d agree couldn’t possibly be 
so. You may read about this in 
the paper before you read this. 
I just had a telephone call; the 
store owner was found guilty and 
fined $50.00, which is being given 
to charity. 








The Indianapolis Hebrew Con- 
gregation took no action at its 
board meeting on the request that 
it cooperate in the local fight 
against the White Paper. This 
means that The Temple will be one 
of the few Reform Congregations 
in the U. S. which will ignore the 
call of the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations that member 
groups join with all local groups 
in the fight against the Chamber- 
lain White Paper. Dr. Harry 
Jacobs told me that no action was 
taken after it was learned that the 
Local Zionist Emergency Council 
will not work through the Public 
Relations Committee in its fight 
to arouse local public opinion on 
the matter.

I appeal to Indianapolis Jewry 
to take a moment and learn what 
B’nai B’rith is doing and why.

Since 1848, when this fine or- 
ganization was formed, this lodge 
has grown to over 100,000 proud 
members because B’nai_ B’rith’s 
founders wanted a healthy Ameri- 
can Jewish Comrnunity—not mere- 
ly for Orthodoxgor Reform, rich 
or poor but for all Jews. There 
has never been a Jewish organiza- 
tion in all our history like this, 
which has done so much for Jews 
in the past 100 years, and has 
gained the respect of the non-Jew 
as well. 


Way back in 1851, in Switzer- 
land, certain Cantons tried to dis- 
criminate against the Jews.

In the same way, the 
order, for a century, has extended 
social and material aid to victims 
of disaster all over the world, and 
founded many philanthropic activi- 
ties, Leon Levi and National Jew- 
ish Hospitals, as well as Children’s 
Homes. 


Every Jew and many non Jews 
know what fine work the Anti-De- 
famation League is doing. It is 
the forefront of patriotic agencies 
fighting to defend the traditional 
American spirit of fair play, tol- 
erance, and cooperation. It has

and punishment in child training.” 
In answer to which Judge Rhoads 
declared: 

“I would like to point out that 
there is no delinquency among 
Jewish children in Indianapolis, 
and that this apparently is due to 
the fact that the Jewish home 
seems to exist for the children, 
rather than for the parents. The 
Jewish children are given proper 
character training’ by their par- 
ents.” 

I don’t for a moment believe 
that Dr. Backus had anything de- 
rogatory in mind when he used 
the term Mosaic sternness, but 
just for the record, it should be 
explained that the “eye for an eye, 
and a tooth for a tooth” law was 
way back in the very dim origins 
of Jewish legal practices, and even 
then what actually was meant, 
was just restitution instead of 
actual physical revenge. And of 
course at the time this law was in 
effect, it was centuries ahead of 
and much more moral and just 
than anything used by other na- 
tions. And it was from this con- 
cept that Jewish law developed to 
the point where it still is far ahead 
of present-day legal practices in 
its humanistic precepts.

THAT THE ACHDUTH VESHOLOM Congregation of Ft. 
Wayne is the oldest reform congregation in Indiana was recently 
recorded in the Jewish Post. Since that was published, I find 
that Evansville’s reform congregation, the Washington Avenue 
Temple, was the second, the congregation of Temple Israel of 
Lafayette the third, and the Indianapolis Hebrew congregation, 
the fourth reform congregation to be formed in Indiana. The 
group of Jewish men who, in 1855, bought the land where the 
Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation’s cemetery is located, formed 
a congregation in 1858. They held services, at first, in “Judah’s 
Block” on Washington St., opposite the Court House. The 14 
charter members were: Moses Woolf, Alexander Franco, Daniel 
Franco, Adolph Dessar, Max and Julius Glaser, Dr. N. Knefler 
Frederick Knefler, who later became a General in the Civil War, 
Dr. J. M. Rosenthal, Jacob Goldman, Herman Bamberger, Henry 
Rosenthal, Adolph Rosenthal and Moses Heller. Ten years later, 
the Market Street Temple was built.

AMONG THE FIRST JEWS to settle in Indiana were the 
Zehler family who came to Rising Sun in 1825; Isaac Kahn who 
arrived in Bloomington in 1840; and Moses Henry, Samuel Judah 
and the Gimbel brothers, who came to Vincennes during 1841 
to 1842. Many of these early settlers have descendants living 
in Indiana and over the United States. I would appreciate hearing 
from them.

HOW MANY FOLKS REMEMBER who the first Sunday re- 
ligious school teachers of the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation 
were? Rabbi Mayer Messing was the originator of the Sunday 
classes, an addition to the daily Hebrew class and the Sabbath 
morning classes for children after services. Well, the records 
name Miss Rachel Segar, who was supervisor and also taught a 
class, Hattie Rheinheimer, she is now Mrs. Nathan Sanders of 
Dayton where she has taught Sunday school and been a supervisor 
for many years. She is the sister of Mrs. Lewis Baum. (Fannie 
Hyman), Mrs. Meidner, sister of Max Hyman, active in the con- 
gregation and in civic affairs as long as she lived and author of 
a well known history of Indiana, Blanche Kahn, (Mrs. Adolph 
Weiler) and Miss Sophie Heims. The latter three are deceased. 
Rachel Segar, Fannie Hyman and Hattie Rheinheimer were 
teachers also in the Indianapolis Public Schools at that time. 
Isidore Feibleman on his graduation from Harvard, (cum laude) 
took an active interest in the Sunday School and when Miss 
Segar resigned, became supervisor. Working with him as teachers 
were the late Sylvan and Herbert Kahn, (sons of the Leon Kahns, 
long since passed away, pioneers in the work of the congregation), 
Anne Cohen, (I wish someone would tell me who she was! I do 
not remember her!), Celia Feibleman, (the late Mrs. Meyer 
Efroymson), Essie Grawman, (deceased), Augusta Selig and 
Edna Horwitz, (Mrs. Herbert Kaufman of Enid, Okla.) Isidore 
was my teacher so I can blame him for everything about Jewish 
history that I do not know!

I'd Rather Be Right

Well, fellows, we have reached the point where the American isola- 
tionist press has gone all-out for idealism. The New York Daily News 
has come out against the famine in India. It has also declared itself 
in favor of feeding the starving peoples of occupied Europe. 

The same isolationist editors who used to throw themselves on the 
ground and kick and scream because we were sending food to our allies, 
under lend-lease, have now decided that it is very uncouth of us to 
deny food to larids under Hitler’s control. 

It’s Spreading Like a Fever 

They used to employ the word “globaloney” to describe Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace’s proposals to feed our friends, but they have decided it 
is the height of practical common sense to ship food into lands con- 
trolled by our enemies. 

They like that. That appeals to them. Funny. When Mr. Wallace 
once suggested that we ought to help raise living standards among the 
Chinese, etc., these men used to laugh fit to bust. Between splutters 
and gurgles, they would describe his proposals as “a world-wide WPA” 
or else as a_scheme “to deliver a quart of milk a day to every Hotten- 
tot.” These same hard-headed wights see nothing visionary about a 
plan for organizing a milk delivery service to cities completely under 
the control of the enemy. 

We had better face the fact that idealism is spreading among our 
isolationist friends like a raging fever. The food thing is only part of 
it. Take Mr. Hearst, for instance, who is hugging.the Atlantic Charter 
to his hard breast these days, and making little crooning noises to it, 
holding buttercups under ‘his chin, and offering to hit anybody who 
touches a hair of its head. 

But, Oh, My 

Mr. Hearst’s belated passion for the Atlantic Charter stems from 
the fact that he hopes it can be used to keep Russia from taking 
away from Poland the part of Russia that Poland took away from 
Russia 20-odd years ago. In other words, he is for idealism, but, oh, my. 

On another sector of the idealism front, we hear the argument now 
cropping up repeatedly, that Russia had better not retake any of this 
territory, because that might hurt her prestige with Americans. This 
tender concern for Russia’s prestige on the part of those whose arms 
are tired with heaving dead cats at her for 20 years, is perhaps the 
most unconvincing bleat in recorded history. 

Dust, or Something 

One also hears, all of a sudden, a great deal about the rights of 
small nations. This comes especially from those who thought England 
was quite silly, four years ago, for going to war for the sake of Poland. 
They certainly never thought we ought to go to any special bother 
for the sake of Poland, It is odd, but they are willing to take more 
trouble to save a part of Poland, and a part that isn’t very Polish, 
than they were ever willing to take to save the whole country. 

So, therefore, in all this atmosphere of brand-new concern for small 
nations, Atlantic Charter, etc., I seem to see a lot of winking going on. 
Whats the matter with those fellows, dust in their eye, or something? 

I will match idealism against any man’s, but I also prefer to take 
my idealism straight. On the score of saving small nations, I will kick 
along with Messrs. Churchill and Roosevelt, who heard Poland’s cry 
for help the first time. These other forms of idealism depress me; for 
some obscure reason they remind me of the current idealistic cam- 
paign to save the Constitution by denying soldiers the right to vote.

M* FRIEND, Mrs. Jackson, showed me the best 

of all the collection of Christmas cards she 
received in the recent season. I hope it isn’t an 
anachronism for me to speak of a Christmas card 
a month later. To be sure, I know as well as 
any one that the good will of Christmas has been 
buried till next December but it should be all 
right to speak’ of a Christmas card in a memorial 
way. 


Mrs. Jackson has all kinds: Christmas cards 
with wintry scenes and cards with churchly em- 
bellishment such as stained glass windows, cards 
on which people have their own pictures printed, 
rather vulgarly, I think. 


“And this one,” Mrs. Jackson beamed. Her 
fingers touched the card preciously. Mrs. Jack- 
son is a Christian lady who thinks it’s about time 
something were being done to convert many of 
the Gentiles to Christian behavior. I don’t know 
that Mrs. Jackson belongs to any church or has 
signed up for any creed but I certainly should 
call her Christian. Anyway her pleasure on 
account of this Christmas card suggested what 
a Christian lady she is. 

“This card,” she said, “is from Mr. and Mrs. 


' Litechel of St. Louis.” 


As she looked at this card Mrs. Jackson could 
recognize the Litchels as close kinsmen in Chris- 
tian feeling. The Litchels are Christian in the 
same way that Mrs. Jackson applies herself to 
Christian conduct. 

It seems the Litchels had not been content to 
buy ready-made Christmas cards. Certainly, 
their card was not the ordinary Christmas card 
of commerce. The Christmas card manufacturers 
like to stick to the time-tried ways of expressing 
goodwill, and a Christmas card like the Litchels’ 
was something almost revolutionary, you might 
say, as a good will expression. It had to do 
with Jews. 

The Litchels, it appears, had come to the idea 
that it was a Christmas time in which to suggest 
that good will"was not just a handshake to pass 
around among the Gentiles. The Gentiles had 
been behaving rather badly in the matter of 
Jews and it was about time to remind them that 
there were obligations of good will toward Jews, 
too. In fact, you might think that some of the 
Gentiles had had no benefits of Christian educa- 
tion. 

It was not alone what Hitler had been doing 
to Jews. No respectable Gentile would have any 
association with Hitler, anyway. It was the 
dirty little cracks heard against Jews even among 
respectable Gentiles; small, filthy suspicions, vile 
little morsels of falsehood against Jews picked 
up from gutters and chewed and passed on for 
some one else to chew all over again. 


Evidently the Litchels thought that Christmas 
was the time to show what they thought of that 
sort of thing. They planned a Christmas card 
and this was it. 

There lay the Christ-child in His crib as on all 
other Christmas cards that commemorated the 
sacred crib. The crib stood just inside the door of 
the manger. But the manger was different from 
all the pictures of mangers that had ever been 
seen on Christmas cards before. 

The Litchel manger was in the form of a large

“I should say,” Mrs. Jackson remarked, “there 
is nothing finer among the several billion cards 
that were printed and mailed around.” 


Mrs. Jackson’s eyes kept on glowing at the 
sight of it. Being the Christian lady she is, she 
had been carrying the implications of the card 
in her own mind right along. The Litchel card 
as much as said: “Look! This Child we celebrate 
today was of the Jews—a Jew! A child of the 
people whom some of us wrap all together in 
one bundle of our malice and hate. Perhaps we 
should remember this.” 

Mrs. Jackson could guess that the Litchels must 
have had something like a twinkle of divine 
comedy in their eyes as they sent out their 
cards. She thought at first it would have been 
perfectly grand if they could have had one of 
their Christmas cards in every mail box in the 
country the day before Christmas. She liked to 
think of startled citizens reaching into their 
mail boxes and coming upon the Christ child 
asleep under the Star of David and the Litchels 
as much as saying to one and all, “Merry Christ- 
mas and good will and peace in memory of this 
Jewish child.” 

In a single day the good will of the Litchels 
would have got around to all the mail boxes 
and everywhere people would have thanked God 
for the Litchels who know what good will really 
is. 

But after Mrs. Jackson had let her mind grate- 
fully dwell awhile upon a result so happy she 
began to think well, maybe no. Maybe it wouldn’t 
have been such a good idea for the Litchels to 
have it get around to every mail box that Christ 
was a Jewish child with this Jewish star on Him. 


What would the widely-known Mr. Zilch have 
said? Zilch might have said to his wife 
look what I found in the mail box and what do 
you know about that? Just look at this. It 
turns out it was a Jewish manger and me always 
believing that Christ was a Christian like us. 
Those Jews certainly are slickers. They sure had 
me fooled about the manger being Christian. 

Mrs. Zilch might have replied yes, that’s the 
way it is with the Jews, they seem to have 
everything. They got all the banks and now it 
turns out the manger is theirs, too, Oscar, 
Christmas never will seem the same anymore to 
me with Christ being a Jew and the manger 
and all that. 

If there were only one Zilch, Mrs. Jackson 
wouldn’t have felt so distressed to think of this; 
but there are so many Zilches. What would be- 
come of Christmas if it were spread around 
among them that it was a Jewish manger and 
the Christ-child was a Jew? The Zilches might 
all get mad at Christmas. 

Mrs. Jackson treasures Christmas among the 
great values of mankind.

She picked up the Litchels’ Christ- 
mas card and hid it deeply in the recesses of 
her desk. .. . “For the sake of Christmas” she 
explained.
